omic waste. Maimed and 
crippled 


workman reduced in or entirely de- 
prived of their productive abilities— 
•"scrapped" before their time; work- 
men killed in the line of their em- 
ployment—leaving in most instances 
dependents in greater or lesser num- 
ber, for their sacrifice, industry 
alone—both as to monetary loss and 
.social shock can be held responsible. 


NEAR THE BREAD LINE 


An industrial accident has large 


social 
possibilities—disarranged 


homes, 
the brothel, the jail, the 


poorhouse all are probable stations 
along the line of industrial retro- 
gression and. the price?—a perpet- 
ual charge on society. Any circum- 
stance that deprives a workman of 
his oportunity to apply talents 
makes of him a liability rather than 
an asset on the social ledger. .If; ti) 
this deprivation is added an addi- 
tional burden in the form of expend- 
iture for medical attention he is but 
that much farther reduced. 


In each of the thousands of ac- 


cidents that have occured in the 
state during the last year, for, a 
slight scratch to. a small particle in 
the eye to a scalp torn from 
the 


head by a revolving shaft there has 
somewhere lurked the element ' of 
fault—fault on the part of the in- 
jured man, of a fellow employe of 
the employer—or "an act of God." 
In each reposed an element that in- 
vited endeavor 
to secure 
recom- 


pense. 
. And yet, irrespective of the fault, 
•ineach case was social question in 
which every citizen 
of the 
state 


was to a degree interested. 


A NEW PICTURE 


On September 1, this picture will 


be turned toward the wall. Indiana 
will take her place beside some 30 
other states in an effort to solve 
this problem. After that date the 
question of fault in an accident is 
to be largely telminated. It is not 
thought that through legislative en- 
actment one factor in industry will 
be corrected of its shortcomings. 
The fault will still be there. ^But 
society has decreed that the ques- 
tion of fault in an accident is after 
all a minor consideration and that 
onomic waste, it will be muc better 
onomic waste, it wil Ibe much better, 
to charge it ofi in a different way— 
to get its contribution to the indiv- 
idual in such manner that he will 
be enabled to care for himself. Or, 
assuming that the human breakage 
is to be charged in the overhead to 
the depreciation just as any other 
breakage, it has been determined 
that this cost shall go into the fin- 
ished product, and shall be paid for 
by 4he. consumer. The new plan is 
in no sense paternalistic: there is 
no desire to take care of the indiv- 
idual. > It merely marks a . change 
in method. 


The'Compensation

wage and the wages'" he is receiving 
after the injury; In all cases he is 
entitled to medical attention for the 
first thirty days. In case of death7 


his dependents will receive' 55 per- 
cent of his average weekly earn- 
ings for a period of 300 weeks and 
funeral expenses not to exceed $100. 
Wages are based on a maximum of 
$344 and minimum of $10 a week—; 
or $13.20 as the greatest and $5.50' 
as the smallest amount receivable. 
In no case can the compensation ex- 
ceed $5,000. 


Beats Liability Law 


Not enough? Perhaps not. But 


more than is provided for by many 
other states and which will secure 
to labor collectively more than un- 
der the old system minus vexations 
litigation, and with the ' knowledge 
that the money goes where it should, 
that the "fifty-fifty" fraternity 
is 


eliminated whether in the guise of a 
ambulance chasing lawyer, an ad- 
juster for aliability company or, a 
claim agent for some selfish employ- 
er. 


Better than liability law? Deeid- 


ely. For under the operation of the 
new law the question of doubt is 
eliminated, the possibility of con- 
tention and ill feeling between em- 
ploye and employer is largely 
re- 


moved, the necessity for litigation is 
immunized and the number of ben- 
eficiaries is largely increased. Ev- 
ery workman whether his employer 
accepts or rejects the act, receives 
added protection. The limitation as 
to the numbers employed does not 
obtain the law applies to the em- 
ployer of one man as it does to the 
employer of a hundred. 


Safety First Slogan 


To the employes of those employ- 


ers who reject the act are given a 
strengthened law. After Sept. 1 in 
any suit to recover damages for in- 
juries instituted against any 
em- 


ployer who has rejected the law, "all 
questions of assumption of risk^j 
negligence, or contributory, neglig- 
ence will not be "questions of fact 
for the jury to decide." These de- 
fenses have been taken from the em- 
ployer. 


Yet all the restrictions and duties 


are not on the employer. The work- 
er has his. He is debarred 
from 


benefits if his injury is due to wil- 
ful misconduct, to refuse to use a 
provided safeguard, to intoxication, 
if he refuses furnished medical at- 
tention; if he fails to give notice 
of his injury_and if he refuses to 
perform any statutory duty. But to 
the Industrial board is given power 
to pass on these matters. 


To compensate workmen for in- 


juries iuccured is desirable; to.re- 
duce the necessity therefore 
would 


be better. Both employe and em- 
ployer and interest in this. "Cease- 
less striving for saftey" should be 
the slogan. Its consummation means 
much for industry and for society 
and will meet the first purpose of the 
new law—"accident prevention."
